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Auburn. N. Y., Oct. L';t^rzolgosz 
rested exceedingly well Monday nisiit 
for a man in the shadow of death. It 
was 4j46 o'clock beforo he finally 
Awakened and left hii cot. His sleep 
was almost unbroken throughout the 
night, and was restful and refrpshin^. 
He did not brealt his silcncf when lie 
awoke nor did he show any indication 
of failing courage. SupMntendent 
Collins and Warden Mead also arose 
at 4:46 o'clock. They breakfasted 
early axM at onro set aliout to perfect 
the final dt-tails of iho exei iition. 

Czolgosz had retired at 10 p. m. and 
slept so soundly that when Warden 
Mead went to the cell shortly before 
6 o'clock Tuesday moaning the guard 
Inside had to shake Czolgosz to awal<- 
en him. He sat up on the edge of his 
cot and made no reply to the warden's

grwtinf of "food morning." The war- 
den took from bis porkel the deaih 
warrant and read it slowly uml <Us- 
tinctly to the assassin, who hardly 
raited his eyes during the perfunetor\' 
ceremony. Just as the warden stepped 
away from the cell door Czolgosz call- 
ed to him and said: "I \n(hi1iI like to 
talk with the siipei iiitendeiit." The 
warden responded; "He will be down 
presently." Then the condemned man 
rolled over on his cot, apparently anx- 
ious to sleep again. At 5:15 the 
guard brought him a pair of dark 
trousers with the left leg slit, so as 
to allow the free application of the 
•lectrode.and a light grajr outing shirt. 
He was told to get up and put these 
on, which he did. Contrary to tue 
usual custom, he was given a in w 
pair of shoes. When dressed he laid 
down on the cot again and in this m 
titnde Superintendent Collins found 
him at S:Se w|i«Q hf front down to vis- 
it the prisoBor. The iuporintendent 
stood in front of the steel bars and 
when the guard called Czolgosz's at- 
tention, he said: "I want to make a 
Statement before you kill me." 
( "What do yott want to say. Csol 
goss?" asked the suporiBtoadsat "I 
want to make it when there are a lot 
of people present. I want them to hear 
me," said the prisoner. 

"Well, you cannot," said the superin- 
toadoat "ThoB I won't talk at all. " 
said tbo prisoner sullenly. 
I After the superiBtsadOBt left the 
guards brought Czolgoss's breakfast, 
consisting of coffee, toast, eggs ana 
bacon, and he ate with quite a good 
doal 0( roUsb. While be was partaking 
of this tho Wltnesoes were gathering 
In the olBcos of Warden Moad and at 
7:08 the proceool6n passed to the 
death chamber. 

In the chamber the witnesses were 
ordered seated and then Warden Mead 
briofljr addroasod thsnt. saying: 

"Ton art koro to wHaoss the legal 
death of Leon F. Csolgoes. I desire 
(.hat you keep your seats and preserve 
absolute silence In the death chamber, 
no matter what may transpire. There 
are plsnty of guards and prison ofBc- 
ials to preserve order aad attend to 
the prisoner." Tke osscaUoB st once 
proceeded.

CaolgesK Olive Kf^>n For His Crime. 
Said He Was Not Sorry. 
Warden Mead gave tke signal to 
have the prisoner brought in at 7:10 
o'clock.. Chief Keeper Tipper swung 
open the big steel door leading to the 
condemned cells and as the steel bars 
behind which Czolgoss had been kept 
were swung aside two guards anarch- 
ed the prisoner out tato th^ corrodor. 
two others following and the chief 
keeper walking in front. The guards 
on either side of Czolgosz had hold of 
his atni as if cither to support uim or 
or to keep the prisoner from mak- 
ing a demonstration. As he stepped 
over the threshhold he stumbled but 
thoir held him up and as they urged 
htm forward toward the chair ho BtaB^ 
bled again on the little rubber QOTdred 
platform upon which the chair rests. 
His head was erect and with his grey 
flannel shirt turned back at the neck 
he looked quite boyish. He was in- 
tonsely pale and as he tried to throw 
his head back and carry , hlniselt eract 
his chin quivered very perceptibly. 
Czolgosx'a Dying Statenifnt 
As he was being seated, he looked 
about at the assemljled witnesses 
with Quite a steady sUre and said: ;'I 
killed the president because he was 
an enemy of the good people — of the 
working people— I am not sorry for 
my crime," he said loudly, Just as the 
guard pushed his head back on the 
rubber head rest, and drew the strap 
across his forehead and chin. As the 
pressure on the straps tightened and 
bound the Jaw slightly, be mumbled: 
"I am awfully sorry I could aot see 
my father." 

It was exactly 7:11 o'clock v/hen he 
entered the death chamber, but a min- 
ute elapsed and he hud Just finished 
the last statement when the strapiiln,-^ 
was completed and the guards stepped 
back. Warden .Mead raised his uaml 
at 7:12:30 Electrician Davis turned 
the switch that threw 1,700 volts of 
electricity Into tko living body. The 
rush of the current throw tko body so 
hard against the straps th;it t.-ey 
creaked perceptibly. The hand.s 
clinched suddenly and the whole at- 
titude was one of extreme tenseness. 
For 45 seconds, the full current was 
kept on and then slowly the electric- 
ian threw the switch back reducing 
the current volt by volt until It w.as 
cut off entirely. Then just as it had 
reached that, point he threw the lever 
back again for two or three seconds. 
Tko body, wklck had collapsed as the 
current was reduced, stiffened up 
against the straps, when It was turned 
off again, Dr, McDonald stepped to 
the chair and put his hand over the 
heart. He said be felt no pnUatlon, 
but suggested the current be turned 
on for a few sceonds again. Once 
more the body became rigid. At 7:15 
the current was turned off for good. 
From the time Czolgosz had left his 
cell until the full penalty was paid, 
less than four minutes elapsed. The 
physicians present used the stetho 
scope and other tests t» determine if 
any life remained and at 7:17 the 
warden, raising his hand, announced: 
'('icntlemen, the prisoner is dead " 

The witnesses filed from the cham- 
ber, many of them visibly atfected and 
the body waa taken from the chair 
and laid on the operating table. 

Rev, Cordello Herrlck, chaplain of 
the prison, was In the death chamber 
ready for any call that might be made 
for his services. He was not wanted 
by the prisoner, however, and eat 
Qnletly in the roar of .the chamber 
tkroogkoat tbo ozoeatoB. 

The clothing and personal effects of 
the prisoner were burned, under di- 
rection of Warden Moad, shortly after 
the execution. ' , 

THRBATRKntO ItBTTBRS. 

Last Will Be Made With a View to 
RBBBlag OowH Aaarohlsts. 
WkOB tko body of Csoigoss bad been 

removed from the room, where he was 
killed to the autopsy table. Auburn 
prison returned to the routine of its 
ordinary iiJe. The prisoners who had 
been kept locked In their cells, werOK 
releaaod at 7:46 o'clock and prison 
work WM rsBumivl at oaeo. Tkors was 
no excitement among' tko e<^Ttots. 
Scarcely 100 jeople had gatkerod out- 
side the prison gate to watch the wit- 
nesses enter and wait until they ne- 
appeared. The witnesses dispersed 
auicUy, some of thorn leaving for their 
homes as early ais f. o'clock. 

Prison 8upt Collins made tb» fol* 
lowing statement: "Just consider 
that within about six weeks from the 
death of hi» dietingulahed victim, 
Czolgoss was regularly tried, convict- 
ed, seatSBOsd aad oxecuted. and this 
deoplto tbo fact tba* tko law oom- 
pelled us to glTO kim four wosks to 
prepare fbr death. All has been done 
in a dignified way, and the greatest 
credit Is due to Warden Mead for the 
eare he has taken to strip the ctuao of 
sensationalissk Tho oxocuUon was 
one of tho soot s uuu iw ftl l ovor con- 
ducted in tko slaitok ■BtiMTdlaary 
care had to be taken In tko ease be- 
ca.uBe both the warden and I received 
hundreds of threatening letters, many 
of them asaerting In vlolemt and In- 
temporato language that tke priaooer 
would B«m bo ps( tM alMv.' I 



have decided for the present that we 
will aot destroy, the hundreds of let- 
ters written to dzolgoss. tke warden 
and myself as to the case. Eventually 
thoy will be de«troji:d, but It has 
slnuk me tliat perhap.s w should 
make a list of them, especially of 
those letters signed with full and 
proper names, In which condolen( e 
was offOMd to the prisoner or threats 
against us were BMUle. My plan Is to 
get the addre<''8 of these people and 
keep the list for police reference. 1 
b.Mieve that there may come a time 
when such a H.'^t would lie valuable iB 
running down anarchists." 

Till': .MTOPSY. 
Pbysician<i Kind tlip Assa><>iii \Vrs 
Nut Meulully Deficient. 

Naturally almost tke entire atten- 
tion of the physicians assigned to hold 
the autopsy was directed towards dls 
covering, if possible, ^iniher the as- 
sassin was in any way mentally irre- 
sponsible. The autopsy was conduct- 
ed by Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, E. A 
Spitska and Prison Physician Oerin. 
The top of the head was sawed off 
through the thickest part of the skull, 
which was found to be of normal 
thickness and it was the unanimous 
agreement of the miscroscopical ex- 
amination that the brain waa normal 
or slightly above normal This dem- 
onstrated to the aatisfaction of the 
physicians that in no way was Czol- 
gosz's mental condition, except as it 
might have been perverted, responsi- 
ble for the crime. 

When the autopsy was completed 
Ihe surgeons fssnc .ac following brief 
statement; '•Thi .-lUtopsy was made 
by Dr. Kdwaid A. Spitzka of New 
York, under the imm*(liate supervi- 
sion and direction of Dr. Carlos F. 
MacDonald of New York, and Dr. John 
Oerin, prison pb- v:cian. The autopsy 
occupied over th/ee hours and em- 
braced a . an 111! txamination of aii 
tho bodily oig:.nB, including the 
brain. The examination revealed a 
perfectly healthy state of all the or> 
gans. Including the brain. All of the 
physicians who attended the execution 
were present at the aptopsy and all 
concurred in tho findings of tkO ex- 
aminers." 

A lengthy tecknical statement was 
also made. 

UOUY III KIEIK 

Qulpkllme and AHd Will Aoon I>evoar 

Jliirrtercr's Mdrtiil h^lciiiciits. 
After the autopsy the body was 
placed in a black stained pine coffin 
every portion of the anatomy being 
replaced under the supervision of Dr. 
Qarin and Warden Mead. Shortly af 
torward It was taken to the prison 
cemetery and an extraordinary precau 
tlon taken to complttely destroy It. A 
few days ago under the warden k or- 
der an experiment was made to de- 
termine the power of quicklime in the 
dcotructi<m of fiesh and bone which 
was not satisfactory. Warden Mead 
who conferred with some of the i '.ly 
sicians present, and in ( itnjutu uou 
with Supt, Collins, tha.t the purpose ol 
the law was tl»3 destruetion of tho 
body, that it was necessary to use 
auickllme for that end. Accordingly 
a quantity of acid was obtained and 
poured upon the b6dy In the coffin af 
ter It had been lowered in;o the gta\t 
Straw was used in die four cornf rs oi 
the grave as t^i* earth was' put in lo 
give vent to such gases as might form 
It is the belief of the physicians that 
the body will be entirely disintegrated 
within 12 hours. During that time 
and as long as deemed nrressary u 
guard will be kept at the grave

Csoigoss was a carefully sec «d«A 
prisoner In Auburn penitentiary «v<. 

bla confinement and execution w«;i\ 
devoid of sensationalism. State {Su- 
perintendent of Prisons Cornelius V. 
Collins, was determined that the pris- 
oBor, despite tho OBonalty of the 
crime, should galB no undue notoriety 
and issued strict orders for his com- 
plete seclusion. Iheee orders were 
carefully carried out and from the 
time the prisoner entered the priscm 
until bo was brought to the dtnth 
chair ko was practically OBt of oublic 
view. During kls Imprisonment the 
post brought more than 1,600 letters, 
papers and packages to the prisoner, 
but none of these was ever delivered 
to him. They camo from the army of 
lottor writing cranks and were ol cv* 
ory okaraotor, from karmless to vie- 
ious. Tko prison ofllcials felt that the 
delivery of sueh a quantity of mail 
would not only seriously disturb him, 
but would have given him false ideas 
as to bis Importance and prominence. 
The other convicts In the death houhe 

were not permitted to talk to him. and 
the guards who kept the death vigil 
watched la oabrofcen silence. The so- 
cial 9t tko prtoaaer operated botti 
ways, for if the world woat oa in ig- 
norance of the llfo of tko prisoner 
from day to day. the prisoner lived in 
ignorance of what went forward in the 
world, even as to the great question 
affecting kim. The rule of silence as 
ta tbo prtsoBor was brokaa U^t be 
might kaTO opportuBlty to prepare 
himself aplrttuslly for his death. 



Tko rule was also broken in a final 
effort to set m e a confession from the 
condemned ninii. The pi.Fon ofn'i^'lS 
felt that it was their duty to again 
seek to asci rtuin if others plotted 
with him or abetted blm In the raur 
derous plan he carried out at Buffalo. 
Superintendent Collins had a lengthy 
interview with him. Night was chos- 
en for the iiKiuiiy aiul at !• o'clock the 
supi'i iiitendcni ( alli d on ("zolgosz. The 
prisoner was transferred to another 
part of the prison where there was no 
OBO to overhear the convdrsatlon. For 
tko first few minutes Csoigoss sat in 
silence and tke superintendent bi gan 
to despair of getting any Infoi nialion. 
Finally, just as h" was about to leave. 
Czolgosz answered one of his queries. 
From that time on he talked freely, 
but liiis utterances contained no en- 
llgktoament as to the cause for his 
crime or a possible conspiracy. The 
most Important staetnunt he made 
was one in v\lii( h he absolutely denied 
that he had a handkerchief tied about

his %and or that tko pistol was eon- 
eealed In any other place than his 

»oat pocket. The superintendent said: 

"Now, Czolgosz, I want yo.i to tail; 
to me. I'tii the only one that can do 
you any good, and if you tell me any- 
thing I may help you to get out of 
hero." "I do not want to get ont of 
here. They'd kill me outside," was 
the reply, 

■'Who'd kill you?" "Why, the peo- 
ple," said the prisoner. 

"You mean the men who told you 
to kill the president?" asked Mr. Col- 
lins. "No, nobody told mo to kill tke 
president. I mean the people." 

"Who gave you the money to get tO 
Buffalo?" "No one. A man in Chica- 
go wanted to see mo, BBd I WOBt tkore 
from Cleveland." 

"Who was tho man?" pursued the 
superintendent "I doat remombsr 
his name." 

"Do you remember where he lived?" 
"No, 1 don't know the names of the 
streets there." 

"How Uld you get to Buffalo from 
Chicago. Did this msn pay your 
faro?" No sir, I had some money I 
earned at painting and carpenter 
work." 

"Didn't this man In Chicago and 
some others till you to kill the presi 
dent?" asktj Mr, Collins. "No, they 
didn't. I thought It out myself." 

"Did you first foltow the president 
to San Pranelsco to kill kimr' "That's 
a lie," responded the prisoner. "I did 
not. I did not make up my mind till 
I'd been here a few days," 

'You say you worked for your 
money? Tour father says you never 
had any aMmoy, and that you would 
not work." "He's no good. He married 
a woman who made me cook my own 
food in the house after 1 had bought 
it." Superintendent Collins at Inter- 
vals repeated the question as to who 
sent him to kill tko presldOBt; b«t to 
each quootioo he would rospoad: 'No- 
body. I did It myselt" 

"You know Emma Goldman; she 
says you are an idiot and no good and 
that you begged a quarter of her," "I 
don't care what she says. She did not 
tell me to do this." 

'What did yott UU tko president 
forr* "He would not give me any 
work." 

"Did you ever ask him for work?" 
"Yes. at Canton, onco, aad ho turn- 
ed me down." 
*Did yoB ovor ask aayfeody olao tor 

work?" "Yes, loU." 

"Why didn't you shoot the people 
who refused you?" "They weren't like 
McKinley. He could have fixed me." 

'Who helped you tlo bp your hand 
iB the handkerchlefr* "Nobody. I 
never had a handlcerchlef on my band. 
Any Dody that says so lies. I had the pi s 
tol in my coat pocket, and when . got 
near the prssidoot. I pollod tt out ar.d 
fired." 

'Wky. tboy found the handkerchief 
yOQ bad it wiappod in," said the super- 



intendent. "That ain't so. sir." he 
earntftly aiisv.eied. "I did not l.uvc a 
har.dUerc'ht, f. 1 just had the pl,:ol in 
niy piK ket." 

Among the hundreds of letters re> 
celved for Csoigoss at the prison was 
one. mentioning a girl named Amy of 
Chicago. Mr, Collins thinking to su^ 
prise h'm said; "'\'our girl BSmed 
Am\ of Chiciigo is c(jming to see you." 
The prisoner said, with stolid in differ- 
ence, and without the least tremor of 
surprise, "1 don't know any suck glrL 
I don't want ts see her." 

"Do you know where you are now?" 
"Yis, in piison." 

"Do you know where the prison li?" 
"No," wa.- ;lie icply. 

"You know that you are going to 
die?" asked Mr. Collins. "Yes, i uif- 
pose so. I expected It." and he an* 
Bwered the question in tke same cate- 
goric ai way that ho had answorod all 

the rest, 

Mr, Collins closed the interview by 
saying: "If you want to tell me any* 
tklBg, tke guards will notify me." 
Csoigoss made no reply and was tak* 

en back to his cell. 

Told Another Story. 

In his final interview with Euperin* 
toBdoBt Collins Monday Bight, Csol* 
goss made another explanation of his 
visit to Chicago just before he went 
to Buffalo, but later admitted that he 
had lied. He said that when he reach- 
ed Chicago a boy whom he ilid not 
know approached him at the depot 
and handed him a packet of money. 
He said the money was for use on the 
Buffalo trip but that he never knew 
who sent it to him or the identity of 
the lad who delivered it. He then ex- 
plained that most of the meetings of 
anarchists be attended at Cleveland 
were held In saloons designated by an 
anarchist newspaper. Half an hour 
later. when the superintendent 
broiiprht in tin lirorhi r and lnother-in- 
law of the iiiis(nu'r he brought up the 
sul).ii < t ufraiii. 

"How about that money you got at 
Chicago?" What money?" asked the 
prisoner. 

"Why the noney you told me about 

here. ea'-li( r in the tvening." said the 
siipTiiitc ndi lit. ■ Did I tell you that? 
I li::ve forg, t ( n if I ilid. I did not 
get any money. If I said so it was not 
true." 

Another demonstration of the many 
falsehoods tc!d by the prlEonor was 

furnlshfd Iv Waldek Czolgosz. He 
positively a ,.Mir( d Wnrdi n .Mead that 
his b'otlier I ' on ( :)uld read .ind write. 
In direct ccTi'.radlction of the oft-re- 
peated claim of the prisoner tliat he 
was illitertt<>.
